New Yorkers are to revel this summer 
jn the fruits for which California is cele- 
prated, arrangements having been perfect- 
ed by which shipments of apricets, peach- 
es, plums, pears and grapes are to be made 
from that State and sold at moderate prices 
in New York. ‘Trains of ten cars each are 
to start from California for New York city 
direct, running at express speed, ahead of 
the fast passenger trains, and reaching 
New York inside of seven days. Ship- 
ments are to begin at an early day. 


Movements of stock are almost ata stand- 
still in our State at the present time. ‘The 
price of beef is too low to send it to Bos- 
ton. The home trade is principally sup- 
plied with Chicago dressed beef. No one 
wants to buy steers, and the call for milch 
cows is very quiet. Never mind, they 
are all at pasture and doing well on the 
abundance of grass, and all will pay their 
way on this cheap feed. Meanwhile study 
the market reports, watch closely the tide 
of events, and you will be well posted and 
able to judge when to dispose of the little 
surplus that must be sold. Quicker sales 
and better prices will come in time. 





A correspondent of the Mirror and Far- 
mer claims it as “a well established fact” 
that “average hay fed to average stock in 
the usual manner in New England does not 
return to the owners more than three or 
four dollars a ton.” We do not know what 
this writer would claim as ‘average hay” 
or “average stock,” nor do we know from 
what locality his jadgment was made up; 
but it is proper to presume that he refers 
to the readers of the paper for which he is 
writing, or judges from his own experience. 
We would suggest that he come over iato 
Maine and circulate among farmers who 
are doing better than he represents, that he 
may get posted as to what is being done at 
the present day, and thus be enabled to 
lead his readers up to the better things they 
plainly need. 


President Chamberlain of the lowa Agri- 
cultural College, pays this high tribute to 
the business of farming: 

“Farming confers health, home comforts 
and the privilege of ey - to the train- 
ing of children, instead of leaving home 
early in the morning and returning late at 
night. It also confers freedom from want. 
Few farmers ever go to the poorhouse or ask 
charity. While 90 per cent. of business 
men fail, only 10 per cent. of farmers fail. 
Farming also gives individuality and inde- 
pendence of mind. The man is not con- 
fined to one narrow line of work, which 
eventually dwarfs the intellect, and makes 
him more of a machine than the ma- 
chine he tends. ‘There is independence 
from want and from the dictation of em- 
ployers. It is the kind of life which fosters 
intelligence and manliness in the boys, and 
womanliness in the girls.” 








Why choose the Guernsey for the dairy? 
asks a correspondent of the Rural New 
Yorker. He then proceeds to answer his 
own question: Because she is a large, 
strong-constituted cow. Her tendency to 
make beef when dry, indicates favor in 
other respeets. She is a hearty feeder, an 
easy keeper and a persistent milker. She 
is, moreover, a deep milker, and what is 
more to the purpose, a very rich milker. 
So far I have described a cow which might 
just as well be of one breed as another, at 
least, she might belong to certain families 


In the matter 


the average Jersey very far. I never have 
sey cows as have been made of Jerseys, yet 
the common run average much higher, 
both as to quantity of milk given, and but- 
ter produced. A distinguishing peculiarity 
and reasoning for preferring Guernseys is 
the remarkable color of the butter, which 
is accompanied by a rich color of the milk 
and cream. The same rich color is ocva- 
sionally seen in Jersey milk, cream and but- 
ter, but itis very rare. Jersey milk usually 
possesses a fine color in summer, but the 
color fades out, even in the butter, when 
the cows go off grass and upon dry fodder, 
whereas, with the Guernseys, the color 
though paling in late winter, is maintained 
throughout the season. 


A Day at Amherst. 


It was our pleasure to @ecept an invita- 
tion from President Gordell of the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College, to represent 
the Maine Board of Agriculture at the com- 
memorative exercises of the 25th anniver- 





agricultural colleges, held by that college, 
Tuesday, June 2ist. The occasion was 
preliminary to the graduating exercises of 
the senior class held on Wednesday, thus 
affording an opportunity to also be present 
at these exercises. The earlier hours of 
the morning were improved in looking over 
in part, at least, the farm and its stock, 
and the horticultaral department and its 
work, and learning something of the sys- 
tem of work and of instruction established 
in these departments. 

The college has a grand good farm lo- 
cated in the midst of one of the best farm- 
ing sections of the entire State. At this 
time it was looking its best. ‘The fine 
fields of grass, now ready for thé mower, 
sloping away in rich beauty in either di- 
rection from the college halls, here and 
there given a pleasing variety by the shade 
trees, now in perfection of foliage, which 
atintervals line the driveways, give evi- 
dence of skilful work, and also show the 
4ppreciation in which the grand New Eng- 
land crop is held. 


This work is at all times open to 
the inspection and study of the students. 
One hundred acres have been set off to the 
horticultural and placed in 
Sole charge of Prof. Maynard, the 
Sor of Horticulture, Here Prof. 
carries on his oreharding, small 
floriculture, ete.,

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takes his 
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several occasions for the Board of Agri- 
culture. This work is chiefly illustrative. 
Prof. Alvord has a system of farming fully 
defined, and to the carrying out of this 
system all his efforts are directed. This is 
just what every other successful farmer is 
doing, and without which all farmers 
would fail to reach any well defined re- 
sults. For carrying on this work‘he has a 
small sum appropriated each year. His 
work as laid out may be referred to anether 
time.

To the regret of all, Senator Morrill, the 
originator of the bill establishing colleges 
of agriculture and mechanic arts, was 
called away by telegram before the hour 
of his address. 

The commemorative address of Dr. 
Adams of Cornell, was an able presentation 
of the idea of aid to education planted by the 
pilgrims in the new world, nourished by 
succeeding generations, and manifested in 
these later years by the establishment of 
industrial colleges through governmental 
aid. ‘This presentation was made under 
three district heads : 

Ist. ‘The Morrill bill, providing land 
grants for the endowment of these colleges, 
was an act of high statesmanship and com- 
ported fully with the spirit which had 
actuated the fathers from the day they 
landed on Plymouth Rock. 

2d. The land grant was in complete 
accord with the spirit of the present day. 
3d. It was fraught with advantages in- 
calculable in their influence for.good. This 
proposition was most ably argued by a 
showing of what is being done in the world 
of education and a reference to the special 
schools of Central Europe, and he claimed 
that through the means of her technical 
schools, Germany is at the present time 
gradually and surely taking away the 
supremacy of the manufactures of Great 
Britain, and transferring them to her own 
borders. 

The historical address by ex-Judge Davis 
was @ most interesting presentation of a 
mass of facts, showing the growth and de- 
velopment of agricultural institutions and 
organizations in that State from colonial 
days to the present time. and culminating 
with the establishment of the institution 
they were assembled to commemorate. The 
record of facts was well spiced with play- 
ings of wit and sharp hits, on the actors in 
the drama, as the steps of progress have 
been marked. 

After the conclusion of the addresses a 
procession was formed and marched to 
Drill Hall, where the Alumni gave a dinner 
to the faculty of the college and invited 
guests. ‘The tables were tastily spread, 
and over two hundred guests partook of 
their bounty. 

Refreshments over the toastmaster of the 
day, P. M. Harwood, a graduate, known 
to many of the readers of the Farmer 
as an exhibitor of Holstein stock at the N. 
E. Fair at Bangor last year, and a worthy 
examplé of an educated young farmer, 
made appropriate remarks, and with pleas- 
ing allusion called out responses from the 
guests present. Among the many speakers 
President Atherton, of the Pennsylvania 
Agricultural College, responded to the 
complimentary allusion to that grand agri- 
cultural State. Dr. E. L. Sturtevant re- 
sponded for New York, Secretary Smith of 
the Rhode Island Board of Agriculture, 
spoke for that State; Prof. G. H. Whicher, 
of the New Hampshire Agricultural Col- 
lege, answered to the Granite State, and 
stood up bravely for her many attractions ; 
Prof. W. H. Brewer spoke for Connecticut, 
and Z. A. Gilbert responded to a call for 
the State of Maine and the agricultural 

ress. 

The Grange was responded to by State 
Master James Draper, in a pointed speech 
indicating the aims and purposes of the 
order. A compliment to the Bay State 
Soclety was answered by one of its ~earnest 
officers, J. D. W. French. Other represen- 
tative men were called out and made pleas- 
ing responses. A pleasant surprise of the 
occasion was the unveiling and presenta- 
tion to the college, in the presence of the 
original, a portrait of that faithful patron 
of the institution, Prof. Levi Stockbridge— 
‘a picture,” President Goodell said in pre- 
senting it, ‘of one whom they all love.” 

The graduating exercises took place on 
Wednesday, opening at 10 o’clock. Gov.

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The Time to Cut Grass. 





ever recurring question of the proper time 
for cutting grass is again up for discussion ; 
and will it never be settled? Probably not, 
for it can never be said that a named stage 
of growth is the best time in all cases and 
for all purposes. Even if this could -be 
fixed there comes in another modification, 
that, though there be a time when the grass 
would be worth the most possible, the 
owner may not be prepared to do it at that 
time, and, therefore, it is not the best time 
for him to cut it. There may be a slight 
loss on the side of the grass, but a larger 
gain on the part of the owner which more 
than offsets the loss. Again, to feed under 
certain conditions and for certain purposes, 
the early cut or the late cut may be the 
best, and so the time of cutting should cor- 
respond with the purpose for which it is to 
be fed. 

Very few farmers are able to cut all their 
&rass at the precise stage that, individually, 
they believe best for their use. So, an 
early cut may be the best on the one hand, 
and 2 late cut on the other. Without then 
ever setting a certain stage of growth as 
the best time, it can only be said it is the 
best time for us, and then we aim to come 
as near to it as possible. 

Scientific men are not always able to 
look at the practical bearing of a question. 
The reply to a question of when to cut and 
how to cure, submitted to the Breeders’ 
Gazette, was answered by Prof. Samuel 


Johnson of Michigan Agricultural College, 


in a manner so comprehensive of the prac- 
tical bearings of the matter that we give it 
in full as containing very little that the 
most intelligent practice would wish to 
modify, and we commend it to the careful 
study of our haymakers: 

“First, as to time of cutting grass: Sci- 
the statement that the best time for cutting 
grass to secure a fair quantity of fodder of 
good quality is when the plants are fairly 
in blosson. At this stage of growth we 
shall usually obtain the largest amount of 
palatable and digestible f r. 

Prof. Armsby, of the Wisconsin Experi- 
mental Station, one of our best authorities, 
says on this point: ‘Young plants; while 
rapidly growing contain relatively more 
protein and less fiber than more mature 
ones, consequently early cut fodder must 
be of better quality than that cut late. It 
is more digestible. Three elements enter 
into the problem of selecting the best time 
for cutting, viz.: the quality of the fodder, 
its quantity, and the amount of labor ex- 
pended upon it. As grass is ripening a 
large part of the protein and starch passes 
from the leaves and stems to the seeds, 
which are so small that they are seldom 
masticated or digested; moreover they are 
easily lost in cuting. The hay made from 
fully ripe grass is essentially straw. 

The following table, from ‘*Chemistry of 
the Farm,” shows the percentage composi- 
tion of meadow grass cut at three different 
dates in the same field :

These numbers most decidedly favor 
early cutting. It must be said on this 
point, however, that our scientists are not 
al . Some claim that a larger 
amount of hay may be gathered from a 
given area when cut after bloom (which 
we concede), and, further, that the late cut 
hay is more nutritious, which we ver 
much question, although some of Prof. J. 
W. Sanborn’s experiments seem to lead to 
such a conclusion. 

Practically the time of cutting must be 
determined by the number of acres, the 
amount of help, the appliances used in cut- 
ting, curing, and sto: , and the uses for 
which it is designed. ‘The farmer will find 
ample field for the exercise of large dis- 
cretion and common sense, as well as all 
the facts of science at his command, in 
reaching a right decision. 

Second, How to cure: To preserve the 
greatest amount of the nutrients in the best 
possible shape dry as quickly and with as 
little exposure to the sun and air as may 
be, and secure thorough curing. If ex-

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Cheese Factories. 

Cheese factories are doing a good busi- 
ness this season. The high price of cheese 
up to present date has made the business 
unusually profitable. Grass is abundant 
all over the State and cows are at their 
best. A new factory has been started at 
Pembroke, which is doing well. Another 
has been started at North Linneus, an off- 
shoot of Mr. Barnes’ factory at Houlton, 
and which absorbs a portion of the milk 
which he has formerly handled. Mr. 
Barnes, however, has a daily suppl} of be- 
tween five and six thousand pounds. At 
Turner the North Turner factory is receiv- 
ing more milk than ever before, while the 
West Turner is making its usual quantity. 
At the same time the creamery is making 
about 700 pounds of butter a day. 
rop is making about 4000 pounds of milk a 
day into cheese, and about the same amount 
into butter. Readfield, Monmouth and 
Leeds are doing a full business. The Read- 
field factory is operated by Mr. C. R. Fol- 
som, who leases the building and purchases 
the milk. It has thirty-five patrons who 
furnish 2200 pounds of milk a day. ‘This 
factory is turning off a fine product. At 
Monmouth the supply reaches nearly 6000 
pounds of milk a day, a larger quantity 
than ever before furnished. In Penobscot 
county the factories at North Newburg, 
South Newburg and at Orrington are each 
doing their usual amount of business. The 
South Newburg factory began making in 
March, and secured the high prices for its 
early make. The Sangerville factory is 
doing a full business, notwithstanding two 
butter factories have been clipped from its 
territory. This factory has always made a 
choice article, and has realized top prices 
for it. It is taken by the local trade. It is 
thus seen that the business of dairying is 
on the increase among us.

When nearly every farm has 
from thirty-five to fifty acres of wheat, and 
some of them many times that, one can see 
that the trade in reapers and binders must 
be immense, and then the threshers will be 
shown from almost every store, shop and 
corner. [notice that steam threshers are 
mostly used, and those that burn the straw 
for their fuel are much the cheapest. 

Mr. Editor, this is a great mange & The 
sulky plow, the riding harrow, the seed 
drill, the reaper and binder, the steam 
thresher, with all the conveniences to fit in 
as the operation goes on, it is hard work to 
get the necessary labor to grow the bread 
and meat for the country. Indeed, the 
whole operation of raising the bread isa 
continual fight with nature and circum- 
stances, and the bread is usually produced 
at a price which leaves but a meagre pit- 
tance for the producer, and then commences 
the money making of agriculture. The 
bread that comes daily upon our tables 
costs us but little, yet it costs us double 
the amount the average farmer gets for it. 
Here is where commences the work of the 
Grange—to make the tribute to the man 
who stands between the producer and con- 
sumer smaller. There are too many men 
living upon the business of the farm. We 
want the Inter-State Commerce Bill 
honestly administered; the railroad tariffs 
fixed by laws that cannot be evaded; in- 
surance put at the lowest figure that will 
pay the insurer and the insured; the credit 
system so far reformed that the paying 
customer shall not be obliged to pay for 
losses on the non-paying ; tax laws so 
reformed that all property, save the church 
and schoolhouse, shall bear its just propor- 
tion of taxation; the income tax reinsti- 
tuted and reénacted, and then we want the 
laws so honestly enforced that an honest 
man can live under them, and when we get 
all the above we will call attention to more.

The best evidence one sees of the perma- 
nent growth of the horse interests of New 
England, and especially of Maine and the 
Provinces, is the demand for a better class 
of brood mares. The magnitude of our 
horse interests is not appreciated by the 
public. The time for sneers and slighting 
remarks has long since passed, and the bus- 
iness to-day is a legitimate one, that is at- 
tracting the attention of the business and 
professional man, as well as the trainer and 
dealer. Itis the one feature of breedin 
that now promises a sure profit. While all 
other branches suffer from the depression, 
so that it is well n impossible to get sat- 
isfactory returns, breeding of horses at- 
tracts, because of the sure indications of 
profit. Many things have entered in to 
— about this result, but the chief one, 
we think, has been the arousing of the pub- 
lic to the necessity of breaking away from 
old-time landmarks, and selecting the brood 
mares from the best that could be found. 
The idea that the old mare unfit for road 
service, or the crippled mare unfit for any 
other em, were the ones to breed colts 
from, gradually given way, though far 
too many such are used to-day; and the 
fact that like begets like is being recognized 
as the true theory in breeding. Magnify as 
we may the wonderful effects of the blue 
grass region, the fact remains that the State 
of Maine offers as good opportunities and 
advantages as any State inthe Union. The 
law of compensation runs through all, and 
what we lose in some directions we gain in 
others, so that when the balance is struck 
there is not much to choose. 

Kentucky breeders have been alive to 
their best interests, and by so doing have 
gained on their Northern brethren. A com- 
parison of the class, quality and blood of 
the brood mares used there ten years ago, 
with those of New England, will explain 
their marvelous success. It has not been 
many years since some of our larger breed- 
ers selected their brood mares from among 
the well bred, but broken down city horses. 
To-day this is changed, and the successful 
breeder uses only the best bred and sound- 
est mares that can be obtained. So exact- 
ing are they in making their matings that 
to the casual observer it seems all foolish- 
ness; yet these are the men that are suc- 
ceeding best, realizing the longest prices 
for their colts, and finding the greatest de- 
mand. ‘The blood of the sire is but half the 
story. He stamps his characteristics on his 
colts no more than does the mare. So tena- 
ciously have we held to old traditions that 
only within a few years has there been man- 
ifested a marked change in metheds of 
breeding. ‘To-day the farmers are holding 
their best brood mares. They have been 
breeding such with a specific purpose, and 
hold them now for what they can produce. 
The State has not lacked the blood of choice 
stallions, but there has been wanting the 
brood mares. 

As these have come to produce colts, it 
has at once been evident that there was 
money in the business, and the number 
multiplies rapidiy. It is the good sign of 
the times. itis the farmer's opportunity. 
A good colt will surely sell at a tair profit. 
‘There is no call for neglecting the farm, 
and attempting the training and developing 
of speed. ‘Thatis not the farmer's prov- 
ince, and the majority of those who attempt 
it will surely fail. ‘There is a steady, grow- 
ing demand for well bred, undeveloped 
colts at remunerative prices, and this is the 
tield for the farmers of Maine to occupy. 
Discard the broken down mares as you 
would the imperfect stallions, and breed 
from choice stock on both sides, finding 
profit in every sale. The multiplication of 
such colts is what will give character to 
Maine horses. We must weed out the poor- 
er class and raise the average of eur stock ; 
then each and every one will reap the bene- 
fit of increased prices. If we sit down and 
mourn because ours is not the favored 
clime of the South, we lose the advantages 
which the State of Maine offers. If we im- 
prove these advantages we shall find that 
the balance will not be against us. ‘The in- 
dications all point in the right direction, 
and in five years no man can estimate the 
value of our horse interests if we hold stead- 
ily to the line. Other States are looking to 
Maine for the sires of the next ten years, 
as well as for the dams of the next genera- 
tion. The very climatic conditions so 
mourned by many, are giving us an envied 
place in the markets, because of the strong 
constitutions, healthy bodies and hardy 
limbs that we send out. The State is this

Directions for Shipping Poultry to Bos- 








ton Market. 
At the present time chickens are in great 
demand in the larger markets and from 


thirty to forty cents per pound is being re- 
ceived for broilers, weighing one and abalf 
to two pounds each when dressed. 

One of the leading dealers gives the f«l- 
lowing hints on dressing and shipping, 
which will be found valuable to our 
breeders : 

We can use all the chickens sent us. 
Ship any day except Saturday, and prompt- 
ly notify us of shipment. See that the ani- 
ma! heat is entirely out before packing, or 
they will surely spoil. In most cases, ship 
by express—and for any considerable dis- 
tance, pack in ice. Pack in clean boxes or 
barrels, using neither paper nor straw, and 
if well iced, they can be on road fifty hours 
without injury. Broilers should weigh not 
less than two and one-half, nor over three 
and one-half pounds to pair ; roasters, five 
pounds and upwards per pair. We use 
broilers the year round, but mostly from 
middle of February to middle of November. 
Through July and August four of our cus- 
tomers alone use from 1,200 to 1,500 pairs 
per week; so you need not fear overstock- 
ing the market. Green ducks should be 
killed at ten weeks old, and weigh not less 
than eight pounds per pair and upward. 
The larger and fatter they are, the better 
price they bring. Neither chickens nor 
ducks need be headed nor drawn; simply 
bleed them in mouth and pick clean. When

Ove agricultural writer has 
said that one of the shrewdest and best 
farmers he ever knew, who kept his fortune 
and carried his mental and physical powers 
to old age, would not have potatoes on the 
table when he had beans, nor butter when 
he had meat. 

Now is the season when hired help on the 
farm have settled down to active service. 
Upon them, next to their employers, will 
the success of agriculture for the coming 
year very largely depend. Whether to 
work by the day or by the month seems to 
be an unsettled question in the minds of 
some laborers.

The farmer’s kitchen is a good place 
for domestic training, and accordingly 
hired girls make the best of wives. Of 
course the farmer ought to be married.

Itis now settled that early in the fall 
Mrs. Cleveland will go to Madison, Wis., 
to visit the family of Postmaster-General 
Vilas..

Charles Williams of Corry, Penn., blew 
out his brains Thursday evening on his 
wife’s grave. In his left hand was a note 
saying: “I here end a worthless life.” The 
suicide was to have been married again, 
at the very hour he took his life, to Miss 
Bessie Prentiss. News of the tragedy was 
taken to the brilliant party which had met 
to celebrate the wedding, where the bride 
was anxiously awaiting his coming. All 
the people directly interested are wealthy. 
Young Williams has been dissapating for 
several months past. His friends say he 
was being coerced into a distasteful mar- 
riage. 

John Tobin of Kansas City, Mo., who has 
been lecturing against Mormonism, is about 
to bring suit aginst Salt Lake City to recov- 
er property valued at $1,000,000. Tobin 
says that in 1863 he was obliged to flee from 
Salt Lake with a penalty of death hanging 
over his head should he return. Just be- 
fore John D. Lee was hanged for the Moun- 
tain Meadow massacre he confessed that he 
had been ordered by Brigham Young to 
murder Tobin. He had in fact killed several! 
members of the latter's family, but succeed- 
ed only in wounding Tobin. At the time 
of his flight Tobin owned a considerable 
amount of property in Salt Lake City which 
has increased in value until it is now estima- 
ted to be worth $1,000,000. 


There is great excitement at Honolulu 
over the threatened revolution against King 
Kalakaw. It is said that the Germans and 
Chinese are at the bottom of the trouble, 
and that the latter will wage a war of ex- 
termination with the Hawaiians ‘during 
which the Europeans will gain control. 
‘The Chinese on the Island number about 
30,000. ‘The entire available force of the 
king will not exceed 3,000 and a force of 
1,000 white men could overthrow the gov- 
ernment. It is said that England will take 
advantage of the disturbance to seize upon 
the Hawaiian islands. United States man- 
of-war Adams, which is now on the way to 
Honolulu, has been ordered to remain there 
until further orders to protect the interests 
of America in case of trouble. There seems 
to be considerable trouble among the 
monarchies. The Sultan of Turkey is hard 
pressed for the want of £50,000 to pay his 
servants’ wages, and is worried about the 
English in Egypt. ‘There is a plot to de- 
throne the insane King of Bavaria, Otto, to 
make room for his uncle, the regent. 
Prince Luitpold, and King Milan of Servia 
is likely to be dethroned if he does not 
abdicate. Last, but not least, the Czar is 
still beset by assassins. Taking one con- 
sideration with another, a monarch’s life is 
not a happy one,
